The PIRSP CABIN bulit°on what later became Oskaloosa 
town akia was erected by William DD. Canfield in the spring of 1348. 
It was located on what is called Central Addition in 1935-lying 
south of High Avenue West. The cabin stood near Lots 14-15-16. 


FIRST FRAME HOUSE: 

The FIRST FRAME HOUSE was built by Micajah T.Williams 
in 1845. He did the work himself. The house was located on Lot 5-Block 
OP where the Post Office stood in 1935. 


FIRST BRICK HOUSES - 
The FIRST BRICK HOUSE was built by Baxter 8.Berry 
in November 1846 from brick taken from a kiln operated in Spring Creek 
Township by Goodwin and Harbour. The house was located on Lot l- 
Block 13 OP-north of the Christian Church site in 1935. 


FIRST TAVERN: 

The FIRST TAVERN was built on Lot 5 Block 19 Oskaloosa 
town site. The lot was bought June ninth 1844 by Harmon Davis for 
8 41.00 and was sold to Charles Purvine who built and opened the 
FIRST TAVERN. There was a boarding house kept for a short time by 
fa iene. Cant tela in & cabin on Lot. 5 Block 2O OP-but the first 
real Tavern was built and.operated by Purvine. 
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FIRST COURT HOUSE: 
The FIRS? COURT HOUSE was built in 1845, It was a 


frame structure, two stories high,and stood on the north-west corner 
of the square, Janes Edgar was the contractor. 


FIRST DISTRICT COURT: 

The FIRST DISTRICT COURT was held July 17-1844 
Judge Honorable Joseph Williams of Muscatine presiding. The session 
was held in an unfinished log cabin owned by Williém D.Canfield. 
The jury sat in a hollow in the tall prarie grass about one mile 
north of the square, Four criuinal,eight civil,and one jury case 
were tried. The seal adopted vemporarily was the eagle side of a 
25 cent silver piece of American coin. 


FIRST PROBATE COURT: 

The FIRST PROBATE COURT was held October 350-1644 
The seal adopted temporarily was vuhe lettered side of a half-dime 
of American silver coin. Judge John White presided at the session. 


FIRST NATURALIZATION: 
The FIRST NATURALIZATION papers were issued to 
John H.Bateman of England.on July 18-1844, 


FIRST MARRIAGE LICENSE: 
The FIRST MARRIAGE LICENSE on record is that 
of Samuel C.Nicholson and Hleanor May on June two 1844. 


FIRST DIVORCE: © : 
The FIRST DIVORCE Decree was issued on November 15-1840 
to Rebecca Ash vs Thomas Ash, 
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Iho built it and operated it in 1844, 
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The FIRST SAW MILL wae built on South Skunk River at a 
int about four wiles down the river from the Duncan mill. The 
cation was in Adams Township-NE 1/4 of the SW 1/4 Sec.35-Twp 76 
Range 15, It was operated by Captain W.H.Couwstock and Willian Pilgrim. 
The construction was almost entirely of native lumber-gearing wheels 
and all being chisled out of the most suitable timbers from the 
nearby forests. It was completed as @ sawuill in 1844,and for a 
time operated day and night to supply the demand for pul lding 
material for the new settlement, A little later attachnents were 
made for grinding corn and wheat flour, In these early years the 
Duncan and Glendale mills had customers. from as far away as Fort 

Des Moines and vicinity. Records show that the custowers registered 

their grist and waited someti.nes as long as eight days for their turn 
-at grinding. . 


FIRST BLACKSMITH SHOP: . 

The FIRST BLACKSMITH SHOP wes opened by 
A.S.Nichols on his claim in Harrison Township in the spring of 1843, 
In September of that year he moved to East 1/2 of the Sk 1/4 Sec 14 
Township 75 R 16 which wags just west of the town of Oskaloosa and 
opened a shop which he continued to run until 16856, 


FIRST ORCHARD: | 
The FIRST ORCHARD was planted by A.S.Nichols on his 
claim in Harrison Township in 1843. It consisted of apple and cherry 
trees, 


FIRST NURSERY: 
The FIRST NURSERY was developed by A.S.Nichols in 
1860 on his property just west of town, 
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FIRST THINGS 


FIRST JAIL: 

| The FIRST JAIL was built in 1845, It was made of logs and 
answered the requirements of a peaceful county for wore than ten years 
when it was replaced by a more substantial building. It was located 
on Lot 1-Block 6 OP. 


FIRST CEMETERY: 

The FIRST CEMETERY was located on a ridge south-west of 
Second-ward school building which stood on Block 7 liontgomery's 
Addition in 1935, The acre of ground was donated by Judge John White 
who lived near, It was Known as the John White Cemetery. The ground 
proved too wet and in 1848 the ladies of the community formed a 
sewing society and by sale of garments raised a fund to buy five acres 
of ground in Sec.12 from John White,the banker, This is known as 
OLD CEMETERY in 1955 and adjoins William Penn College on the north, 


FIRST NEWSPAPER: 

The FIRST NEWSPAPER was issued on July 2-1850. 
John R.Needham and Hugh McNeeley were its editors and publishers, 
It was Whig in policy,but became Republican with the organization of 
that party. It was known as the IOWA HERALD,but on November one of 
the same year the name was changed to OSKALOOSA HERALD. The entire 
population of the town at this time was only about 800, The HERALD 
office was located on the south-east corner of the square, 


FIRST STORES: 

In 1844 Oskaloosa had two stores, The general merchan- 
dise was owned by Smith and Cameron. The store building Was a log- 
cabin and displayed a red flannel cloth outside the door as a sign of 
business. It was located on Lot 1-Block 28-OP, It faced the square 
where there was a great log elevated on two posts with wooden pegs 
driven into it in a convenient way for hitching horses. 

The grocery store was owned by Jones Brothers and 
Crossman, It stvod on Lot 6-Block 20-OP. It was 4 log-cabin and had 
a sign fastened to a weight-pole on top stating the business ag a 
grocery. Perry L.Crossman handled the United States wail here, 

The first frame store building was owned by William B, 
Street and was located on the, west side of the square on Lot Va 
Block 20-OP. where Blakeslees' drug-store stood in 1935, 

The first drug store was opened in 1846 by William Dart 
of Mt.Pleasant. It was located in one room of a two-story hotel frame 
building Known as the OSKALOOSA HOUSE which stood on the south-eust 
corner of the square on Lot &-Block 20-OP. 
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FIRST THINGS 


FIRST SCHOOL: 

The FIRST SCHOOL was opened in a rude doorless log cabin 
east of Oskaloosa town-site in Spring Creek Township-Sec 16-on 
Septeaber 16-1844, It was taught by Miss Semira Ann Hobbs-who later 
became lirs.T.G.Phillips, 


FIRST CHURCHES: | 

The first ineeting house was built in 1846 by the 
CUMBERLAND PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH. This congragation was organized by 
Rev.B.B.Bonham on November tenth 1844, The church building was located 
on Lot 6 Block 34 OP. This church procured a bell in Keokuk and it 
was brought to Oskaloosa on a lumber wagon so hung that it rang all 
the way, It is supposed to be the first church bell west of the 
Mississippi river, In 1935 it was hanging as the VICTORY BELL in the 
Oskaloosa Community Stadiun, 


THE CHRISTIAN CHURCH was organized March 25-1846 by 
Flider H.H.Hendryx. A church building was located on Lots 3 and 4 
Block 23 OP. 
THE METHODIST CHURCH was organized October 15-1844 
by Rev.Allen Johnson. A church building was erected in 1856 on 
Lots 7 and 8 Block 5 OP-the present site of the church in 19355 


THE CATHOLIC CHURCH was organized in 1865 by Father 
Shanahan, A church building was erected on Lots 7 and 8 Block 18 OP 
the site of the church in 1935, 


THE QUAKER CHURCH: The pioneer in the Quaker settlement 
in Mahaska County was Thomas Stafford who located in Spring Creek 
Township. The first church,known as Spring Creek,was built in that 
township on Sec.19 in 1844, Rev.Joseph Hoag was the preacher. 

The first Quaker cemetery is located there on this spot. 


THE CONGREGATIONAL CHURCH was organized October 24-1844 
by Rev.Julius A,Reed and Rev.Benjamin Spaulding. In 1857 a church 
building was erected on Lot 8-Block 26-0P, 


THE BAPTIST CHURCH was organized December 1-1855 with 


Rev.J.F.Childs in charge, Their building was erected in 1858 on 
Lot 1-Block 59-OP.

FIRST LUMBER YARD: 

The FIRST LUMBER YARD was opened June 13-1865 
by Isaac Kalbach. He bought his first lumber from just where it 
lay in the river at Keokuk. He had to draw it to the bank for 
drying before shipping it to Fdiyville. From that point it was 
hauled by wagon tp Oskaloosa. The yard was located on Lot 6 Block 
eS and Lots 3 and 4 Block 35 OP. This is the site of the City Hall 
in 1935. The yard is still owned and operated by the Kalbach 
family in 1935. j 


FIRST POST OFFICE: 

The FIRST POST OFFICE was located in Jones 
Brothers ani Crossman's grocery. The store stood on Lot 6 Block 
20 OP-the site of the Eagles' Lodge Home in 1935. 
Perry L.Crossman was placed in charge of the U.S. mail on June 19- 
1844, It was known to the Postoffice Department at Washington D.C. 
as Mahaska-Iowa, On October ninth of the same year the official 
name was changed to Oskaloosa. 
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oe ,, _ The FIRST BUGGY brought to the county and the only one 
for two or three years was owned by William Edmundson. 
icajah T.Williams and his bride,Virginia Seevers, took their

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DA: The FIRST BANK was owned and operated by William T. Smith 
and Micajah T.Williams. It was opened March first-1855 and was lo-

FIRST NORMAL INSTITUTE: | 

1A The FIRST NORMAL INSTITUTE ever held in Iowa 
was opened at Oskaloosa in April 1867. It was conducted by County 
Superintendent Jerry F.Everett. Professors Jonathan Piper and A.Hull 
assisted, The sessions were held in the Cumberland Presbyterian 

Church with ten students enrolled for the thirty day period. 

“hen the State Legislature became interested in Normal Institute Law 
these three men named above were called before the assembly to explain 
their method of teaching-and the Iowa Normal Institure Law then 
enacted was based on this FIRST NORMAL INSTITUTE. 


FIRST COAL MINES: 

The first extensive mining operations commenced in 
1873 by the organization of the Central Iowa Goal Go. of which 
H.W.McNeil was President . They gradually absorbed other companies 
and carried on a large business, shipping annually about 250000 tons 
Of coal. In the fall of 1880 the Chicago and Northwestern R.R.Co. 
bought out the company which was then owned almost exclusively by 
4.4. and W.A.McNeil-brothers-and J.K.Graves of Dubuque. The purchase 
price was % 500000, The principal mine was located at Muchakinock 

in East Des Moines Township-just south of Oskaloosa. The labor was 
mostly colored,having been brought in from Virginia in 1881. 

A town sprung up around the mines ani was called Muchakinock from the 
name of a small creek running through the property. The road from the 
town to Oskaloosa is still called in 1935 " Muchakinock Road" although 
there is not a trace of such a town ani only a few scattered piles 

Of slack to show such a mine ever existed, 
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“tn 1845 Tout Scott was granted a license to keep a FERRY 
“hoes ae Des Moines river at the mouth of the Racc*on river near 
‘Des Moines. Scott paid #10.00 license fee. This point is where 
city of Des Moines now stands. In 1934 Abigail Adams Chapter 
D A R dedicated and presented to the city of Des Moines a granite 
memorial | marking the spot where the ferry operated. 


FIRST RAILROAD: 
| The FIRST RAILROAD was built in 1864 and ran from 
Keokuk to Des Moines. It was known as the Keokuk, Des foines and 
“Minnesota R.R. Then it was called the Des Moines Valley. This 
later was cahnged to Keokuk andi Des Moines-which name it retained 
until it became a part of the Chicago,Rock Island,and Pacific 
ben rT 1878.
